W ash in g to n , Februa*y 22.3.—The impor­ 
tant mining decision rendered by Justice 
Miller, in the Circuit Court for Colorado, 
which was recently referred to in these dis­ 
patches os having nearly reached the point of 
final review by the United States Supreme 
Court, is to the (fleet that no mineral laud 
patent csn legally issue for more then 160 
acres, and that if a number of original loca­ 
tions have been cousolid .ted into one claim, 
each of the lcc.tions most be treated as a dis­ 
tinct claim, and advertised and proved up, 
with proof of separate work upon it. This 
decision, if sustained by the Supreme Court, 
would, it is seid, destroy twe-thirds of the 
patents heretofore issued for mining claims, 
and make the procuring of patents for most 
of the old claims impossible, because of the 
impracticability of making proof of old loca­ 
tions, and because, in ¡nest instar cec, separate 
work has not been done on the old locations, 
which have been consolidated into largo 
claims. Thus, a shaft sunk on a consolidated 
claim has been held to be work done in every 
part > f it : but the Circuit Court judgment 
overthrows that principal. The appealed 
case has been twice argued in the Supreme 
Court, and its forthcoming decision is awaited 
with great interest. 
A Creer Tul Act. 
C lev elan d , February 22 i.—A committee 
repiesenting the ex-Confederate soldiers of 
Cincinnati visited Mrs. Ga> field at Mentor 
to-dcy, ncd presented her with a beautiful 
memorial tribute to James A. Garfi id, in the 
shape of sympathetic and eulogistic resolu­ 
tions. 
Mrs. Garfield with a great (if rt repre-sed 
her emotion, while the old mother of the late 
President wept violently. Both we e clad in 
deepest mourning. 
The lata President’s 
widow, her voice trembling with emotion, re­ 
plied to the address of General Withers as 
follows : ‘’Gentlemen : I am very grateful to 
you, and to those from whom this beautiful 
gift comes, both for ¡Is sake and the senti- 
meats you exprees.” The two JIesIair,P3 
Ga.field then examined the memorial gift, 
and expressed thair admiration of the frame 
to Mr. Knipe, its maker, who Baid : “ My 
heart went out in sympathy for the Presi­ 
dent. I volunteered to make that frame, and 
I made it so thftt it may remain a standing 
testimony of Sonthcrn sentiment.” General 
Withers added, “ and, moreover, we want to 
show these Northern politicians that we ex- 
Confederatcs are not sa black as they try to 
make us out to lie.” The younger Mrs. Gar­ 
field responded that it had always been tho 
General’s greatest wish that there be no 
North or South. His earnett desire was to 
see a united country, and had he lived—[here 
her grief overcome her, and the sentence was 
unfinished]. After a brief silence, courtesies 
were exchanged and the visitors withdrew.

N ew Y o rk , February 22d.—The Graphic> 
Washington special fays: 
General Fitz 
John Porter’s friends claim new development» 
that will help his case. They will produce 
the telegraph operator from Pope’s head­ 
quarters during the Rapidan campaign, and 
they claim that ha can show that it was im- 
po.tibie f r Porter to have obeyed the crders 
sent him, even if delivered. It fact, it could 
not have been delivered at the time it was 
testified to, for instead of half past 2 o’clock 
it mud have been after dark. They profess 
to be able to show, by the knowledge the op­ 
erators had in communicating with one 
another over the wire, that for three days, 
while Pope thought he had the enemy on his 
front, they were masiing on his rear, and that 
he was outgeneraled, and a scapegoat had to 
be found, and this was Porter’s ill fortune. 
It is reported, alto, that General Ruggles, 
n)W on Sherman’s st.ff, will tell what he 
knows, and that ho will eay that Pope was 
in the wrong in the matter, ar.d that Porter 
was given orders impossible of execution. It 
is said that Grant’s Ja3t expression of opinion 
had the (ifect of opening the months of gen­ 
era! officers who before regarded it discreet to 
preserve silence.

W ashington. February 221.—The Presi­ 
dent and Cabinet have, so it is said, s-mi- 
offi d dly announced a decisi >n in favor of the 
restoration of Fitz John Porter to the army. 
The only question in connection with the 
case is th_t it ¡3 ncdecidei es to Porter’s 
hack pay. Whea cashiered he held tho rank 
of Colonel in the regular army and as Me j »r- 
General of volunte::?. The question is u 
whether his back pay as Major-General 
wou’d accrue to hi n up to his reinstatement, 
or whether it would terminate in 1S6G, wh-n 
the other Major-Generals were mustered out 
of service. The question has been referred 
to the Attorney-General. 
The President 
will nominate Porter as Colonel of Infantry 
to fill the first vacancy, and Porter will proba­ 
bly ask to te retired. 
Meusnfloual Story About the Killing of 
Sol cldo. 
C hicago, February 22d. — Your corre­ 
spondent has just been shown a letter from a 
gentleman well known and respected in 
Washington aud elsewhere, which throws 
new light on the workings of the great star 
route ring, and illustrates what enormous 
power thi3 organization of plunderers wields. 
The letter rays: “ Now let me tell ymi about 
Soteldo. Buck of it all is the fact that he 
effectually exposed the star route ring. 
Next, infamous stories they published about 
him, which were almost devoid of truth, and 
the truth was largely to his credit. He did 
not go to the Republican office to commit any 
deadly assault, but merely to arrange for a 
cessation of their attacks. His brother did 
not shoot him. Barton shot first and killed 
him, and young Soteldo never drew his pis­ 
tol. He saw Barton shooting at h¡3 brother. 
The Republican office was crowded with police 
and dttectives, and they 6et np the job on 
your.g Soteldo, and the Coroner helped. It 
is one of the most infamous cases in the an­ 
nals of ring operations here or anywhere else.” 
The statemeut made above may be implicitly 
relied on, as will be shown by later develop­ 
ments. 
The Great Inundatiou. 
M em phis, February 22d.—The officers of 
the City of Greenville confiim the report pub­ 
lished of the sad coudition of affairs now ex­ 
isting throughout the Mississippi valley. 
Thousands of men are on constant guard 
along the levees between here and Vicksburg, 
usirg every possible means to strengthen 
their power of resistance and elevate their 
crests, to prevent the water from inundating 
the whole country. The Greenville brought 
up several thousand empty sacks, to be used 
by filling with earth to aid in strengthening 
the embankment. The whole shore Une be­ 
tween Memphis and Vicksburg, on the Mis­ 
sissippi side, and the whole eastern shore of 
Arkansas, are either under water or threat­ 
ened with inundation. The inhabitants of 
that vast area of country are in great diitress. 
Many have been forced from their houses, 
and are subsisting best they may on rafts, 
and some on knolls or parts of old levees. 
The destruction of live stock is beyond cilcn- 
lation. The waste of property by the great 
submersion is ontsido the limits of present 
computation. 
The navigation of the river 
itself is regarded by steamboat men as dan­ 
gerous at its pre.-eat stage, on account of 
the great expanse of water in many locali­ 
ties, and the billowy character of the 
waves when the surface is swept by heavy 
gusts of wind ; a'so, because of the great dif­ 
ficulty in getting to safe porta. The Govern­ 
ment lights along the li.er are maintained 
with admirable regularity. 
These lights 
prove of incalculable benefit to steamboat 
men now, since all the bank landmarks have 
disappeared. Arkansas City is completely 
submerged. Not a single house ia the city is 


free from the presence of the maddy fl »od. 
The water there is reported as being eight 
inches higher than the flood of 1876. Tho 
houses were built so aa to be above the high- 
flood level of that yea-, but in all of them 
there is from seven to eight inches of water. 
Between Cairo and .Memphis the following 
points of laud only are visible above the surg­ 
ing Hoods : The bluffs at Columbia Kills, 
har k of the Hickman, land on the Tennessee 
side opposite Inland No. TtD, New Madrid 
Point, Pleaeaut, Tiptonville, Fulton Bluff-, 
Randolph, Richardson’s Idand, and Dean’s 
Island, above the head cf Centennial Cut- 
(ff, forty miles above Memphis. 
Memphis, February 221.—Officers of the 
steamer Dean Adams, which arrived to nieht, 
report a break in the levee at Mound Placo, 
Bolivar county, Miss., which inundated a 
large area ot country, and will destroy many 
cattle and other stock. 
Cincinnati (O.), February 221.—The river 
has fallen nearly two feet from the highest 
mark, and is falling rapidly. The weather 
is clear and cold. Advices from up the river 
show that the water is still rising, and it may 
rise again here ; bnt the cold weather gives 
promise that the worst is over. There is no 
change in the general situation. 
Cincinnati, February 22.1. — The flood 
here is practically over. The damage will 
not be vary great, as the people had pre­ 
pared for it. 
Louisville, February 22d.—The chief 
scene of interest in the flooded district to-day 
was the distribution of a large quantity of 
provisions donated by Captain YViiliam Hite 
to the water-beleaguered women and chil­ 
dren, some of whom bad not had food for 
two days. The thrice needful and welcoma 
articles were taken by men in the life-saving 
Bervice, who rowed from tenement to tene­ 
ment and hoisted them into Becond story 
wine.ows. It was an impressive sight to 
watch the withered faces of old beldames, 
and the pinched, pallid countenances tf chil­ 
dren, at the windows, waiting with hungry 
eagerness fe-r the coming of the life-boats. 
While the present fl iad has proven a disa- 
trou3 one to property, it might have been 
more terrible in its re.-uits to the unfortuoate 
people who have suffered by it, had they 
been subjected to bitter cold, aud Washing­ 
ton's birthday will be long remembered as 
the day when the flood reached its greatest 
hi-ght and began to recede. The most serious 
loss occurred at the distillery of Mat­ 
tingly & Sons, at the foot of High 
street. The lo.-s will not fall upon the 
the proprietor?, hut upon batchers—Gregory 
& Harris and Kraft k S iferd—who, from 
present indications will lose heavily, probably 
in the neighborhood of 8150,000. A nuuttcr 
of cattle were taken out last night as long as 
men could see to work, aud until the water 
became too deep. It was deemed advantage­ 
ous to kill quite a number of steers that th. re 
was no pjisible chauca to get out alive, the 
water having risen so l.Lh in the pen.» dur­ 
ing the Dight that it was impossible to get 
any mere of them out, aid when your re­ 
porter left the ptns the catflo wera .tanning 
with their beads just above water, and were 
being fed from buckets. It cannot be a-cer- 
t&iued how many are lying dead in the pens. 
The number, however, i. considerable. The 
doors of Messrs. Graves & Roach’s bonded 
warehouse, on Front street, were carried 
away, and in order to keep tte whisky frem 
floating down the river, an empty barge was 
moved acrors the opening. Five or six lower 
tiers of the whi.-ky in the warehouse were 
undsr water. There are, at least calculation, 
6 000 barrels of whirky in bond at this ware­ 
house. 
St. Louia, February 221.—The effec’s of 
the storm are disappearing, and railroad 
traffic is resuming. The rirer is falling 
slowly. 
Madison (Ark), Ftbruary 221. — Mr. 
Jcmison, wife and tix children in the overflowed 
district, a'tempted to reach a place of safety 
in a skiff, which capsized, and ail were 
drowned. 
J ackson (Mis-.), Ftbruary 22d.—Governor 
Lowry, by the request of citizms and repre­ 
sentative men, has issued a circular to the 
people of Memphis, New Orleans and St.

SARGENT ANDJ HIS ENEMIES. 
The malignity of Mr. Sargent’s enemies 
may be regarded as the most satisfactory 
evidence that they do not believe what 
they say when they affect to know that he 
will not become a member of the Cabinet. 
As regards the scurrilous attacks of the 
New York Sun, nothing of course can be 
predicated. They represent nothing more 
than the base spite of an evil-minded and 
corrupt journalist named Dana, whose no­ 
toriety as a liar will outlive all his other 
claims to posthumous celebrity. At W ash­ 
ington, on the other hand, are congregated 
as villainous a gang of scoundrels as the 
whole country can furnish. All the thiev­ 
ing raiders npon the Treasury, all the Star 
route robbers, the claim agents, the pension 
agents, all the swarming land thieves, all 
the vile brood of venal rascals who spend 
their dirty lives in attempts to bribe some­ 
body to let them steal something, arc rep­ 
resented in that city. And it happens un­ 
fortunately that these knaves are often 
able to secure the dissemination of such 
misrepresentations as they concoct to bol­ 
ster up their fraudulent enterprises. Now’ 
ex-Senator Sargent has in the course of 
his long public career been in collision 
with not a few of these thievep. lie 
knows them and their ways. He is 
specially well versed ia 
the 
habits 
of 
the 
genus 
called 
land 
thief. 
And it is because these w’retches fear him, 
and because they know from past expe­ 
rience his incorruptibility, that they are 
now doing their venomous best to prevent 
him from becoming Secretary of the Inte 
rior. And when we see their activity and 
their persistent abuse we are encouraged, 
for we know that these despicable curs are 
only howling because they^ are afraid th tt 
their nefarious schemes will be frustrated, 
and because they have reason to know' that 
their game will be up when Sargent goes 
into the Interior Department. 
If they 
thought he was not destined to fill that 
position they would have dropped him 
long ago. They have not the confidence in 
President A rthur’s reticence which they 
pretend. They know well enough that 
there was nothing vague or indefinite 
about the intelligence which called Mr. 
Sargent to Washington. Thew know that 
the President is not likely to stultify him­ 
self after what has passed, or to take upon 
himself the burden of makiDg impossible 
excuses and explanations to Mr. Sargent's 
friends. In fine, these vociferous rascals 
understand very well that though the 
Ides of March have come, they have not 
passed yet.

SHIPHEKD. 
The friends of Biaine are apparently 
beginning to realize that the Shipherd 
business can neither be laughed out of 
Court nor be pooh-poohed. The more it is 
examined the more serious a m atter the 
Peruvian Company’s project appears, and 
while it may become necessary presently 
to admire the audacity and far-reaching 
scope of the enterprise, there is increasing 
reason to apprehend that there will be no 
opportunity to applaud the morality of 
those prominent public men who were 
associated with it. It may be that Con­ 
gress will prefer to let the subj et drop, as 
being of altogether too dangerous and ex­ 
plosive a nature to make political capital 
ont of. But it is not probable that the 
main facts can be suppressed, since too 
many persons are interested in making 
them known ; and when they are fully 
revealed the indications are that the prin­ 
cipals will have what .Rabelais used to call 
“ a bad quarter of au hour.” 


The people of ¡san Francisco are con­ 
fronted by a great danger, and one moreover I 
which their authorities appear disinclined : 
to face boldly. The condition of the city 
sewers is so bad that an epidemic is feared. 
At a joint meeting of the Health and Police 
and Street Committees of the Board of 
•Supervisors, held on Tuesday, Health Offi­ 
cer Meares, ia reply to question?, said that 
“ the sewers were in a terrible condition, 
“ it being impossible for them to be in a 
“ wor39 condition. 
This was especially 
“ the case south of Market street, where 
“ the sewers were tilled with decaying and 
“ putrid vegetable and organic matter. 
“ MaDy of the sewers iu the side streets 
“ were filled with offensive matter to the 
“ depth of three or four feet, and as many 
41 of them were lower than the main 
14 sewers, there was no opportunity for the 
44 putrid mass to flow off. 
The house 
44 sewers were not properly trapped, and 
44 the miasmatic gases arising were con- 
•4 stantly being inhaled by the inmates, 
44 who, having become accustomed to 
44 breathing it, did not notice its presence, 
44 although it was continually sapping their 
44 vitality and rendering them more vul- 
44 ncrable to disease. Again, many of the 
44 sewers were constructed of wood, and 
44 had became broken and cracked, allow- 
44 ing the putrid, deadly fluids to be 
44 absorbed by the surrounding earth, 
44 which gave forth the miasmatic gases, 
“ thu3 increasing the danger to life.” Dr. 
Meares further expressed the belief that 
the increase in the rate of mortality, 
amounting at present to between forty and 
fifty deaths a week, was caused by the con­ 
dition of the sewers, and that measles and 
diphtheria were both present in the city in 
an epidemic form. The Superintendent of 
Streets testified that the sewers south of 
Market street 44 were filled to within a foot 
44 of their top with one mass of corruption, 
44 which had collected from the houses for 
“ years paBt.” 
Dr. Simpson said there 
wa3 no question but that the city could not 
go on much longer as it is, but 44 how the 
44 work was to be done he did not know.” 
When flushing the sewers was proposed 
it wa3 doubted whether this process would 
move the masses of filth which had ac­ 
cumulated in many of the sewers, and it 
was a’so questioned whether the sewers 
would stand any considerable hydraulic 
pressure without bursting. One medical 
man said that he thought 44 a competent 
44 Commission of engineers should investi­ 
g a te and recommend a system of sewer- 
44 age to the city.” Another concurred in 
this idea, but members of the Board 
gloomily observed that it would be impos­ 
sible to effect any radical reform without a 
large expenditure, and that this would in­ 
volve an increase of taxation. The remark 
was made that perhaps the community 
would prefer an increase of the tax-rate to 
au increase of the death-rate, but the ques­ 
tion of taxation seemed to have completely 
upset the Supervisors. Finally they pro­ 
posed that the sewers should be fumigated, 
but even this was not settled, and then an 
adjournment was had. Fumigation under 
the circumstances would probably be use­ 
less. So long as the sewers are half filled 
with decomposed matter they will continue 
to produce gases dangerous to life. Nothing 
less than a thorough cleansing-of the sew­ 
ers can make San Francisco safe from an 
epidemic. But it is not easy to flush sew­ 
ers many of which are lower than the 
mains into which they discharge, while 
according to the testimony come of them 
run up-hill. Aud the fact that attempts 
have bceu made to flush them, aud that 
these attempts have failed to remove the 
deposits which are now doing the mischief, 
ought to convince the Supervisors that this 
method cannot be relied upoD. 
Probably the only practical remedy 
would be to dig out the choked sewers, 
and even that is full of danger, far it in­ 
volves the transfer of this decomposed 
matter to the surface, where, no matter 
what precautions are taken, it must give 
forth its poisonous gases even more freely 
and to greater effect than at present. In 
fact the situation of San Francisco is very 
serious, and unless the Supervisors can 
summon courage to risk the unpopularity 
attendant upon an increase of taxes, it 
seems by no means unlikely that they may 
have to encounter the still more formidable 
charge of having invited an epidemic by 
their Blothfulness. The condition of the 
San Francisco sewers is one of the conse­ 
quences of popular government, as illus­ 
trated in municipal administration. The 
construction of the sewers has been baaed 
upon no system. No engineering science 
has been employed in the work. But 
political jobbery has for the most part con­ 
trolled it, and the same influence has 
caused bad work to be accepted and paid 
for at exorbitant rates. There is nothing 
new about the experience. It has been 
that of all our large cities, nor can any 
change for the better be expected bo long 
as the political system continues to pro­ 
vide for the survival of the Unfittest in 
office, and reverses the laws of Nature in 
selecting the most incompetent for the 
most important functions. 
The people of Sacramento, however, need 
not congratulate themselves in this connec­ 
tion. For if San Francisco has bad sewers, 
this city has no sewer3 at all. For a quar­ 
ter of a century’ this community has been 
storing up the germs of disease in the soil 
upon the surface of which it dwells. The 
refuso and excrementitious matter of 
twenty thousand people is being thus laid 
away in reserve, to permeate the soil, to 
sap the health of the people, and in the 
fullness of time to bring upon them the 
penalty which is certain to follow every 
such sustained neglect of hygienic laws. 
To us, as to San Francisco, is presented 
the choice between a higher tax-rate and a 
higher death-rate, and though during dry 
winters we now fare tolerably well, we 
have yet had sufficient warning, in the 
rapid rise of disease when the flood waters 
are draining off in the spring, during wet 
seasons, that the evils we have ourselves 
created will not much longer remain dor­ 
mant. A scientific system of sewerage ¡3 
in truth as necessary to the health of every 
community ai a sufficient supply of good 
water, food and fuel. In matters of this 
kind, however, the modern world is not 
very far ahead of the ancient world, and 
the popular aaceptation of even funda­ 
mental hygienic truths is so mnch less 
earnest than the popular abhorrence of high 
taxation, that communities often choose to 
ran the risk of disease and death, rather 
than bear the expense which is necessary 
to their safety. So far Sacramento has 
failed in her duty to herself on this point, 
and if San Francisco should do the same, 
we at least need not affect superior wis­ 
dom. 
C-LOSSAL IMPUDENCE. 
When we see that the deservedly in­ 
famous McGarrahan claim has once more 
been forced before a Congressional Com­ 
mittee, it is impossible not to suspect that 
the impudent old claimant has, or tnicks 
be has, succeeded in breaking down the 
virtue of some members of that committee. 
For it ia simply not passible to admit that 


any new evidence, anything whatever to 
justify a reopening of the case, has been 
brought forward. The McGarrahan claim 
has all these y ears been fnug'nt on contin­ 
gencies. The projectors have issued bonds 
as the Tichborne claimant did, and these 
bonds have fceen hawked everywhere, and 
have been used in ail manner of a*temp's 
to procure the favor of persons supposed to 
have judicial or Congressional influence. 
All this has been common talk at Washing­ 
ton for years, and so shameless have been 
the maneuvers of the claimants that it is 
no longtr possible for a Congressional Com­ 
mittee to undertake an investigation of the 
case w ithout subj ctiDg itself to sharp sus­ 
picion. And it is a mere truism to say 
that no such committee could reverse the 
concurrent and repeated decis:ons of the 
Courts aud of Congress in this case with­ 
out convincing the country that it had 
Eold itself, and without consigning every­ 
one of its members to political death and 
lasting infamy'. And it seems the more 
•necessary to say this because McGarrahan 
has lately been represented 03 expressing 
confidence that he will get his case re­ 
opened, and because he has already begun 
to make a bed for the committee to fall 
on, by impeaching the honor of every 
Judge who has passed upon the matter 
hitherto. The meaning of this menace is 
too plain to be mistaken, aud it cannot be 
questioned that the committee is in dangei 
of committing buicide. 


GERMANY AND SKOBELOFF. 
A dispatch yesterday from Berlin states 
that the German Government has deter­ 
mined to demand from Russia the retire­ 
ment or discharge of General Skobeloff 
from the army. That is, to use a some­ 
what slangy phrase, 44a strong order.” 
The Czar must bo exceedingly .desirous of 
maintaining the entente, cortliale with Ger­ 
many if he accedes to it. He must be so 
desirous of proving his friendship for Ger­ 
many as to be willing to ificur the bitter 
hostility of his own army officers, from first 
to last, for necessarily they will all take 
the part of Skobelcff in this quarrel. And 
suppose the Czar either will not or cannot 
comply with the request of the Berlin 
Government? That request looks very 
much like one made for the express pur­ 
pose of insuring a refusal. In that event 
what will Germany do? Under the cir­ 
cumstances the situation eeems favorable 
for extreme measures, and the Czar’s posi­ 
tion is most difficult. No doubt he should 
not have allowed Skobeloff to say what he 
did, but having permitted it he cannot 
abandon his general. Germany's move, if 
it is as stated, is a critical one, in short. 


FIGHTING FOR DIL1Y. 
It is said that the Mormon lobby are 
fighting to delay the enactment of anti- 
polygamic legislation. No doubt they are 
doing this, but unless they are very power­ 
ful and Congress is very venal, they cannot 
succeed. The sentiment of the country' 
has demanded the prompt passage of an 
effective law in this connection, and the 
issue has now reached a stage at which 
postponement cannot be proposed without 
renderiog the proposers liable to the sus­ 
picion of venal motives. No Congressman 
can side with the polygamists either openly 
or covertly, and we do not think any Con­ 
gressman will attempt such a course. 


AN EPIDEMIC THREATENS SAN FRAN­ 
CISCO.) 
Dr. Meares, of the Ban Francisco Board 
of Health, said at a meeting of the Health 
and Police Committees of that city Tues­ 
day afternoon that he had examined a 
number of sewers in the southern part of 
the city, aud had also talked with the 
Superintendent of Streets, and from his 
observation and information was able to 
state that the sewers were in a horrible 
condition. Many of the sewers were con­ 
structed of wood, and had not only be­ 
come saturated with the impurities of the 
sewage, but had impregnated the ground 
for some distance around them with the 
deadly miasmatic poison. Daring heavy 
rain-storms the pressure of water displaces 
the poison in the soil and causes it to be 
distributed in the neighborhood of the 
sewers, to breed pestilence and occasion 
death. Dr. Meares referred to the deplora 
ble sanitary condition of the city' in 1S76, 
when an epidemic of zymotic diseases 
every month swept hundreds of victims 
into 
untimely graves. 
He had no 
hesitation 
in 
asserting 
that 
the 
present alarming death rate had been 
swelled to its disheartening proportions by 
bad sewerage. In some of the narrow 
streets south of Market the side sewers 
are lower than the main drains which are 
supposed to drain them. These sewers 
can therefore only serve as generators of 
foul gas, which escapes into the other 
sewers, and finding its way through de­ 
fective traps, infects dwelling-houses. No 
place in which there is a defective trap is 
exempt from the deadly influence of these 
gases, for, being many times lighter than 
the atmosphere, they range along the sew­ 
ers until, finding an outlet, they escape 
perhaps on the summit of Nob Hill. The 
doctor thought that in fact the higher por­ 
tions of the city were more exposed to 
danger from sewer gas than are the lower 
places. Dr. Meares advocated a sjstcm of 
ventilation of the sewers, and cited the 
Geary-strcet sewer as an example of the 
advantage of giving sewers a free out­ 
let to the open air. 
Superintendent Graham described some 
of the Eewers as filled within six inches of 
the top with filth, and that men could not 
be hired to go into them to clean them. 
• Dr. Simpson said San Francisco must 
submit to either a high tax rate to clean 
the sewers, or else a high death rate. The 
sewers mu3t be reconstructed, but it would 
do present good to clean them out. Some 
of the sewers absolutely run up hill, and 
some have no outlets at ail. 
A t the meeting of the Board in the even­ 
ing the committee reported the result of 
the investigation, stating the necessity for 
immediate and thorough woik in the 
cleansing and repairing of the sewers, but 
regretted that the lack of funds precluded 
the performance of the work as thoroughly 
a« it should be done. As the next best 
thing they reported a series of resolutions, 
which were adopted, directing the Super­ 
intendent to proceed forthwith and con­ 
tinue with all diligence for two weeks,with 
the entire force of workmen in his depart­ 
ment, to cleanse the sewers and cesspools, 
beginning with those in the lowest parts of 
the city ; directing the Street Committee 
to furnish whatever disinfectants the B;ard 
of Health shall recommen i for the work of 
purification ; and instructing the Coief 
Engineer of the Fire Department to render 
all assistance in his power in the work. 


T h e W e tte s t P la c e in th e W o rld .— 
Tr e rainfall at Cherrapungi, a small Indian 
station in southwestern Assam, is believed 
to exceed that of aoy other known place. 
Cherrapungi occupies the eummit of one c f 
the Khasia hills, at an elevation of 4 100 
feet. Tne hills rise abruptly from low 
plains, and lie directly in the course of the 
southwest monsoon from the Bengal coast. 
Surcharged with moisture, the air currents 
sweep across the lowlands and are deflected 
upwards hy the hills, the expansion of the 
currents on rising cauting a fall of temper­ 
ature and condensation of moisture. The 
effect is surprising, for while the low plains 
have au average yearly fall of about 100 
inches of rain, the annual rainfall cf Cher- 
rapnngi is 493 inches, or more than 41 feet. 
As a comparrison, it may be stated that 
the annual rainfall of the United States is 
from 1'2 to 50 inches, being greatest near 
the seaboard.

The citizens had contributed 6ome twenty 
prizes to be competed for, and a epljndiil 
ccore was made. In the afternoon the fi:e 
department turned out for parade and exer­ 
cise, and gave a fine exhibition. This even­ 
ing a grand ball is in progress, given by the 
Chico Guard. The day was mild and pleas­ 
ant, and many people from the country were 
in town. 
G ra ss V a lle t, February 22 1.—The day 
was celebrated in Grass Valley in fine style. 
The Mexican War Veterans met and elected 
a number of honorary associates, moat of the 
as loci ates being gentlemen who had served 
in the army or n&vy. The Veterans and 
their friends then formed in procession, and 
to the music of fife aud drum marched through 
the principal streets. They had a fine din­ 
ner as the Glenbrooke Hotel, at which 
speeches were made, toasts proposed and bat­ 
tles were fought over again.

ascertained. They were dependent upon the 
elements for fifteen days, having neither food 
nor water, and had made up thrir minds to 
resort to cannibalism when the Newbern hove 
in sight. They were the Captain, his wife, 
two children and two seamen. Almost im­ 
mediately after boarding the Newbern one 
child and one of the teamen died. The next 
day the woman was delivered of a healthy 
child, thongh the mother was still insensible. 
They were treated kindly by the i fficers of 
the Newbern and the citizens of Guaymas. 
All are slowly recovering. 


UTAH. 
Mormon Memorial to Congress. 
S a lt L ake, February 22d.—The following 
will appear in the Tribune to-morrow m liv­ 
ing : " Last night all Urah was fl > idei with 
priuted mem' rials intended to be sent on to 
Congresp, and begging that body not to inter­ 
fere with the polygamous practices of the 
Mormon Church. Toe memorial sets forth 
that the young people of Utah are fully in 
accord with the doctrine cf polygamy, and 
they consider 
that 
the 
practica of 
the same by their parents has bsen 
uniformly pure aud eanoblu g. For sev­ 
eral 
days 
past there petitions have 
¡e n sent in bundles ill over Utah, 
and yesterday was the day set apart tojdo 
the grand work of obtaining signatures. 
Each school was canvassed, and every little 
boy and girl old enongh to hold a pen was re­ 
quired to sign. The Bishops made addresses 
in each school, and said: 44 We would be 
ashamed to know that any little boy or girl 
would refuse to sign ihia paper. You dou’t 
amount to anything if you do not. Yon will 
simply be locked upon as nothing. Your 


names will go to Washington, where the big 
Congressmen live, and they will all read 
your names.” A ’’ter this appeal none would 
relus9 to sign, and as the line filed out of the 
door each one sigued. Many woo signed 
wers in the piimer class, learning the elpba- 
bet, and unable (o read. If they could not 
make a legible scrawl, the teachers or Bish­ 
ops would get permission to wiite the name 
for them. 
The children lo ked upon 
the thing as a sort of diversion, which 
broke the monotony of the regular routine 
cf school life, and had the petition memo­ 
rialized Congress to give th>m all the small­ 
pox, the signing would have gone on just the 
same. Last night men went from house to 
house getting signatures. Cnildien were 
made to sigD, and grown people who refused 
knew that they would be cut off from the 
Church and their business ruined. In many 
instances, however. Mormons refused to sign 
the vile document, and politely declined to 
have anything to do with the petitions. Oue 
lady, when requested to sign, gave the caller 
the following answer: 441 have lived in 
polygamy, and I will not sign the nasty doc­ 
ument, or allow any child of mine to sign it. 
We all loathe aud despise it, and we 
d n’t propose to say over our signatures 
that we like i4. 
It looks to me 
as if the hour of deliverance for Utah was at 
hand, and I am glad of it.” There are plenty 
more grown Mormons who see the handwrit­ 
ing on the wall, and feel that the iniquitous 
reign of the priesthood in Utah is over. Ex­ 
pulsion from the Church does not mean what 
it did when Brigham, the Lion of tha Lord, 
lashed his tail and clashed hia yellow fangs at 
his frightened followers. In every village 
and hamlet in Utah last night men were 
tramping about with the petitions. Tele­ 
graphic dispatches went forth from the 
Church to complete the work in a single 
night, and there was not a Mormon house or 
cabiu in the Territory that was not vis­ 
ited by the vile-minded curs, aek’ng little 
children to indorse their own shame and 
that of their parents. 
These eignatures 
will all be 
colhcted 
ia 
Salt Lake 
as soon as possible, aDd a monster petition 
several hundred feet long will be sent to Con­ 
gress, calling upon it to forbear to strike the 
blow. While the petition is going thousands 
of mothers, who compelled their children to 
sign because they dare not do anything else, 
will be on their knees praying for a happy 
deliverance from polygamy and better days 
for Utah. A few year3 ago the Mormons

The 
petition is the last kick of the Church iu the 
unequal fight. The petitions aro too lite, 
and will belike whistling to stop a tornado.”

Gold 
Ilu a rlrrs 
F ield — Chinese 
Burned. 
V ictoria, February 22d.—Last summer a 
man named Barney Johnston went to Chil­ 
ean, crossed the coast range and reached a 
point fifly miles from Fort Selkirk, on the 
Yukon river, at the mouth of Lewis river. 
There he found a gold belt running f.cross the 
country from east to west, the same as in 
Cassiar, Uminica and Cariboo. 
He pros­ 
pected, and cbtalued fine gold everywhere 
along the line of this belt, which of course ho 
did not explore fully, as ithad taken himalcng 
time to get íd, and very little of the season 
was left to woik. The rock he raw all pre­ 
sented a first-clnss appearance, and he feels 
sure that there will he a fl urishing country 
there this summer. Indians and fur-beatirg 
animals are numerous ia the country, the 
altitude of which is not so great as that of 
Cassiar. and the climate better. The dig­ 
gings lie in about the sixtieth parallel of 
latitude. North of this degree the h undary 
of British Columbia does not extend, and 
although the new gold field lies in British 
territory, it undoubtedly owes allegiance to 
the Northwest Territory.

A NTI-FOLYSAM Y. 


A M aes M eetin g o f C itizen s M em orialize 


C o n g re ss. 
In accordance with the circular of the Chi­ 
cago committee, extrae’» of which document 
appeared in the R e c o b d -U n io n yeeterdsy, a 
meeting of citizens was hell at the West­ 
minster Presbyterian Church last evening to 


m em orialize Congress to enact laws for the 
suppression of polygamy. The meeting wa3 
quite lar»8, the church being comfortably 
filled. The attendatca of men much exceed­ 
ed that of women. 


L. 8. TAYLOR 
Was called to the chair, and Rev. II. J. 
Bicker was elected Secretary. Mr. Taylor 
said he deemed it a duty to attend the meet­ 
ing and lend his aid to its purpures. 
He had 
limwn Monnorism from its infancy; had 
lived near the Nauvoo settlement. 
He be­ 
lieved all men had a right to worship as they 
pleased, and that no law should be passed to 
abridge that rig h t; but polygamy should no; 
shield itself beDeath that cloak. 
He was 
glad that Congress now showed some disposi­ 
tion to suppress the evil. 


REV. N. SLATER 
Was then called out. 
He had had a close ac 
quaiut&nce with the Mormon people. 
Was 
among and near them several years. Polyg­ 
amy was not on9 |of their doctrines when 
the Mormon Church was organized in 1830. 
The Book < f Mormon then prohibited it. In 
four or five years Jo. Smith, Oliver Cowdry, 
Sidney Rigdon and others claimed to have 
revelations. 
These were printed, and called 
the “ Doctrine» and Covenants.” and were re­ 
ceived by the Mormons as of Divine inspira­ 
tion. 
This book also prohibited polygamy. 
The church began with six persons. Some 
delegations were Bent to Ohio and Missouri to 
proselyte. 
From these beginnings sprang the 
present organization. 
In Missouri they were 
guilty of practices obnoxious to the people. 
In 
this 
they 
were 
encouraged 
by 
the 
doctrine 
that 
they 
were 
Saints 
of the Loid, 
and entitled to 
a large 
share of the earth. They used to say they 
would dominate the United States. 
In 1848 
things became so bad that they were driven 
out of Missouri by thtf State militia. They 
then eettled at Nauvoo, 111. 
In June, 1844, 
Jo. Smith was kilhd by a mob , f the people 
while in j ail. 
In January, 1846, the Mor­ 
mons called on all their people to emigrate 
beyond the Ricky inountaios—they wanted 
to ret beyond the jurisdiction of the United 
States aud moke for upper California, then 
belonging to Mexico. 
In 1846 the Mexican 
war began, and in 1S48 Mexico ceded to the 
United 
States a vast 
region, and 
in­ 
cluding Salt Lake valley. Then the Mor­ 
mons sent 
delegations 
to the Sandwich 
I-lande, to see if they would be received 
there. 
The Mormons reached Salt Lake 
July 24, 1817, and to this day celebrate that 
date. 
About 1836 37 Jo. Smith pretended 
to have a revelation incorporating polygamy 
into the system. 
He left the written revela­ 
tion where his wife Emma would find it. She 
did find the paper, and destroyed it. Smith 
brought the matter before his counselors, and 
had a contention with Cowdry about it, lead­ 
ing to a separation of these leaders, who 
were, by the book of covenants, declared to 
le ot equal authority. 
In 1843 Smith had 
another revelation on the subject at Nauvoo. 
By Juoe, 1844, he had taken four wives, and 
others had entered on polygamy, but they 
kept the practice secret. At Salt Lake, iu 
1850, it was denied that polygamy was prac­ 
ticed, Tne speaker was in Salt Lake io 
August, 1850. and staid there eight months 
thereafter. Iu November the leaders pub­ 
licly announced polygamy as an “ institu­ 
tion ” of the church. The speaker investi­ 
gated aud found the practice very general. 
Apostle Spe icet 
himself introduced the 
speaker to his four wives. Apostle Grant 
bad f iur wivei. and Dr. Richards, Brigham 
Young’s counselor, had seven wives ; to all 
these he was introduced. 
They were like 
obsequious slaves—devoid of womanly inde­ 
pendence. 
Heber Kimball was reputed to 
have thirty wives, and Brigham Young de­ 
clared he didn’t know how many he did have. 


W. B. C BROWS 
Was the next speaker. 
He only knew of the 
polygamic Mormons by hearsay. He knew 
they practiced polygamy. 
To resist that, 
which strikíB at the very foundations of our 
civilization, he had come to the meeting on this 
birthday of the Father of his Country; and he 
thought it particularly appropriate for citi­ 
zens to meet and j on in protest against this 
foul Hot, polygamy, in such a day. [Ap­ 
plause 1 Nature protests again-t it. 
[Ap­ 
plause J The stability of the race rests upon 
the strength of the domestic tie. [Applause.] 
Nature created the sexes in about equal 
numbers 
and 
made 
men 
and women 
equal at the domestic hearth. 
[Applause J 
At the family altar are sown the seeds from 
which must spring national stability. [Ap 
plause.] In the relation of husband and 
wife we are indebted for all we possess us a 
society and a nation. 
Rob woman of her 
pride of character, modesty and virtue, aud 
she is no longer his companion, counselor aud 
guide. [Applause] No woman of intelli­ 
gence and refinement can divide her hus­ 
band’s love with another. [Applause.] The 
polyeamic wives and daughters of Utah can 
give their pons and daughters none of the 
lessons of modesty and virtue that shall fit 
them for the stage of action. [Applause.] 
From such an inetitu'ion can we expect to 
spring a race of men fit to govern and inherit 
this land of Washington? [Applause.] All 
sections of this land are bound by indissolu­ 
ble bonds. [Applause l No section can revel 
in crime, and the effects of the ulcirous 
cm certe unfelt in all the Republic. No part 
of the foundation of the national _ structure 
can rest upon this rotten stone, without en­ 
dangering the whole edifice. 
[ Applause ] 
No part of a national organization can rest 
on concabinage and add to the national 
Btrengtb. The nation cannot afford to permit 
this festering sore to further grow. [Ap­ 
plause ] Let us agitate, agitate, until the 
law is made so effective that every vestige of 
polygamy and its concomitant evils are swept 
away. 
[Applause.] While thus scourging 
our neighbors in U tah, let us have an eye to 
onrselves aud resolve to teach our children 
those principles that shall make U3 rich in all 
things that conspire to build up a cation 
strong, virtuous and juat. [Applause.] 
REV. I. E. DWINELL 
Then read the following messages : 
Sacram ento, February 21st,—T j the Anti-Polyg­ 
amy ma-is meeting.

Sacramento stands with 
Chicago for the suppression of polygamy.

CHICADO, F ebruan 22J.—Anti Mormon polygamy 
mass m eeting, Sacramento, Cal - The citizens of 
Chicago, in mass m eeting assembled, congratulate 
their fellow-countrymen upon the interests every­ 
where awakened. 
Let us all insist upon ’• no com­ 
promise" with the law brea- ers. 
JOHN I>. CATON, Chairman mass meeting. 
The reading of the dispatches was received 
with loud applause. 
REV. T. S, DUNN 
Was the next speaker. He sai 1 it was prob­ 
ably popular to be anti polygamic here, and 
illustrated by an aneedo'e. But though we 
are all of one way of thinking here, it is none 
the less a duty to enter a protest against a 
further t deration of polygamy in the Terri 
tories i r States. [Applause.] He sketched 
the system of government in the Mormon 
church, to show what an espionage is kept 
over the people, and what effort is mude to 
p»rpetuate the polygamous system. Brigham 
Youcgonce said he'd force polygamy down the 
throat of tiro nation, and he did 8 > by s inding 
Cannon to sit iu Congress, who had hia four 
wives, while the ordinary bigamist would be 
sent to State l ’rison. The polygamy of Utah 
is the worst kind of polygamy, as it so de- 
gradt s the first wife. 
Iu 1872 the Mormons 
pa-sad a law depriving the wife of her dower; 
this was a threat over her to force her consent 
to polygamy. It is the worst polygamy, be­ 
cause it is the heart and center and soul of 
the religion of the people there. [Applause.] 
From his investigation he was satisfied that 
this doctrine forces many Mormons into po­ 
lygamy unwillingly. Polygamy in U tah is 
not, as in other lands, merely permissible, 
but is enforced. It is said by politicians that 
an anti-polygatny law cannot be enforced in 
Utah. It is false. 
When the people are 
once arouses), and the iion begins to shake his 
mane, woe to I?tah 
[Applause.] He read 
extracts from Senator Edmund a speech on 
the sui j =ct, and declared that he was right 
in his view of the law that the Constitution 
does not protect polygamy under the cloak of 
religion. 
S u ppose the Mormon President, 
finding, as is the fact, that male children are 
toa great in number to suit polygamy, has a 
revelation that certain of the males horn 
shad be strangled ? Will the Constitution 
tolerate that? Yet. one revelation is is rea­ 
sonable as the other.

for speedy as well as judicious and -ffeetive legisla­ 
tion, for this evil is spreading rapidly. 
It has more

Let alone, no influences of time can ar­ 
rest it. 
The strong arm of United S'atua law must 
be used to suppress this as ot her forms of crime, 
under the jurisdiction of Congress, which are op 
posed t> ihe general conscience and sentim ent of 
the country. 
We invoke your action. 
Jlmvlced, That a copy of this memorial, signed by 
the Fresiuent and S-cretary of this mass meeting 
of citizens of Sacramento, he forwarded to Hon. 
H. F. Pace, member if the House of Represent­ 
atives from this district, and to each of the .-senators 
from this .- tate. 
Jieaolced. That a committee of three he appointed 
by the President to c>rres|>ond with other persons 
or bodies in this State, or out of it, for the promo­ 
tion of the oh j. ct of this meeting. 
A final resolution requested the R ec o h d - 
U n io n to publish the memorial and resolu­ 
tions. 
The meeting, with appl&use, then unani­ 
mously adopted the memorial aud resolutions. 


CLOSING. 
A collection was then taken to defray the 
expenses of the meeting, during which some 
historical statements were indulged iu, and 
the Chair then appointed 88 the committee 
called for in the resolution Rev. Drs. Dwi- 
neil, Deal and Frost. The meeting then 
adj mrned B in e die. 
Judge S. C. Denson, who was to have been 
one cf the regular speakers of the evening, 
sent iu a letter of regret, saying the severe 
illness of a member of his family demanded 
his presence at home. Ho regretted his 
inability to be present, and added, “ My 
fullest sympathy ii with the movement to 
eradicate the vile disgrace of polygamy, and 
I am in favor of snc't radical measures as will 
certainly and speedily destroy it.”

It appears that Gat Sue, a Chinese 
woman, one of the slave ord8r, who had fol­ 
lowed a life of shame for some tirno, rented 
rooms in tha basement cf a house on W ash­ 
ington street, and b gan to lead a different 
and better life.

wemen,

of 
Obir.ere merchants, to whorn she was a 
stranger. 
She was seen and recognized by a 
countrymen who knew her former calling. 
She was exposed and ejected by the proprie­ 
tor of the restaurant. 
A large crowd of 
Chinese followed the flceiDg woman, hooting 
and yelik g “ Drive her her out. Kill her ; kill 
her.” A mob of several hundred followed 
her to her house, and attempted to break 
down the door and smash the windows. 
The 
police interfered, and finally compelled the 
mob to 
disperse. 
Daring the day the 
place was visited by thousands cf China­ 
men, 
and it 
required constant efforts 
of 
the police to avert violence. 
This 
evening 
another 
assault was made cn 
the house by a crowd, who effected an en­ 
trance to tha basement aud destroyed the 
furniture and threatened to kill the person 
who leased the woman the house. The police 
arrested ten of the ringleaders, and took the 
woman to the Central Station f >r protection. 
The affair created great excitement among 
the Chinese residents of the city, and the 
w man narrowly escaped murder at the hands 
of her infuriated countrymen.

A man named Wilson was knocked down 
and run over to-day by a car on Market 
street.

The Commissioner of the Gen­ 
eral Lind Office has presented to the Asso­ 
ciation a township map of the United 
S ’ates, being the one issued by authority 
of the Commission for 18S1. 
He abo pre­ 
sented the U nited States land laws, rules 
and regulations. 
Tha German papers re­ 
ceived show that the Association ia favor­ 
ably considered by them. 
The Land 
Office has completed the examination of 
62 
townships for 
vacant lands 
since 
tho last monthly meeting, and seventy- 
three for the character of the lands. 
For­ 
ty-five large township plats have been 
made, end forty-four of them bound in 
substantial book-form, being tho whole of 
Lake county. 
The examination for vacant 
lands is complete for Solano, Napa, Marin, 
Sonoma and L ike counties, and partially 
so for Mendocino, Yolo, Colusa and Contra 
Costa. 
There are 425 000 acres vacant in 
Lake county, 106 000 in Napa and 125,000 
acres in Sonoma. 
Mendocino county, as 
far as examined, has 55,000 acres, and 
other counties, as far as examined, 25,000 
acres. 
Examination into the character of 
these lands, so far as the Surveyor Gener­ 
al’s field notes w ill show it, has been also 
nearly completed. 
It is expected that the 
work will be entirely completed in this 
land district north of San Francisco inside 
of tea days. 
A colony has been sent to 
Shasta county, and a number of persons 
have been sent to Napa, Lake, Sonoma and 
Mendocino counties, fourteen of whom 
have not yet been heard frem.
